The testimony of Governor Campbell in
the Ohio ballot box forgery investigation
oontiones to develop semsations! festures
The wituess was crossexamined closely yes
terday, by ex-Governor Foraker. To all of
the questions the present Governor had
prompt replies. Governor Campbell serves
wvotice on Editor Hal!stead that he will have
fairer trestment in the latter’s paper in the
future,

WasnisaTox, February 4. —The speeial
TTouss ecommittee of the Ohio ballot-box
forgery resnmed its inquiry to-day. Gov-
ernor Campbell took the stand wnd con-
tinued his testimony, begun vesterdsy,
taking up his story at the point of the Ger-
maniown speech. He read from the Cincin-
nati Times-Star & report of Governor
Foraker's Marieta speech io reply, in which
the lafter suys bhe knows when he has
brought down game, and thst, from Mr.
Campbell's speech, it a that the
game hnd been shot through the heart Mr,
Haulstead had o dozen times reiterated the
siatement that be did not intend to use the
paper (exhibit A) wuntil just before the
election.

Governor Foraker interrupted the wit-
ness to say that he had wever before seen
this particular report, and it was somewhele
wrong.

Continuing, Governor Campbell said Mr,
Halstead hind been foreed to admit thst he
did mot intend to use the paper until jost
before election, to explain why he did not
eonsull with Benator Sherman and others.
Then, too, he boped it would be too late for
any proof berond his (Campbell’s) denial
to be produced, and thus defeat his election.
If be believed the paper to be genuine, he
would have published it at once and ended
the campaizn. When witness first saw the
pupEr, he was unabie to ancount for his signa-
ture. He knew be had not written tt. Tt was
too poor, like the namea boy writes in poke-
berry iuk with a stick.

WHAT HE HEAERD OF WOOD.

Witness got Mr. McLean's denlal, and then
iearned of Wond's candidacy for the position
of smoke inspector. He beard that the ap-
vaintiment couid not be charged to political
grounds: that Woold was an irresponsiblelman,
and he coneluded that he was the forger, He
summoned T, C. Campbell, and he sought for
Wood, nsdid the Democratic committes and
others, but he conld not be found wmotil after
slection, Witness had eharged publicly that
Wood had been paid money to go away, he sus-
peciod by whom, but did not say. Bubsequenty
he leartied that the charge was correct, and
that Wood had been paid money.

“Do you mean money had been paid to Wood
to koep away from arresi?” gueried Governoer
Foraker.

The witness replied that Wood bad eluded

uréuit and kept out of the way, It was only

¥ & lucky acculent that the forgory was dis-
covered, He remarked, sarcastically, that he
had rend that the Democratie committee at
Pgnmilmn had paid meney to keep Wood out of
the way.

Here witness read from the Commercial
Gazetle & report of an mterview with Gover-
nor Foraker, charging close relationship be-
twesn witness and Wood, referring to the wit-
ness’ position of his (Foraker's) telegrams to
Wood, and his letter of introduction to Gover-
uwor Luoce. Wirness never saw the telegrams
until after the eletion,

Govarnor Foraker interrupted to say that be
gutbered the impression from the stenograplic
reperts of wilness' speech that he hao seen the
telegrams. The withess read the printed re-
Enm of his speech to show that Governor

oraker was in error in his recollection.

LContipmung. witness said that L. G. Bornard
had breuglit to his bouss Frank Mercer, who
siid he was & frieod of Wood's, and was with
him on the might of Governor Foraker's Music
Hall speech: that Wood bad received mauy
telsgrams from Governor Foraker, and had
supplied him with the ballot box. Witness
never saw the lotter, and did not have it He
had maid io his speech that there was such a
letier, but be had not read it.

SUBSEQUENT DEVELOPMENTS,
IlGovervor Foraker asked if witness bad taken
Steph to correct the mistake, and the witness
replied that he never again referred to Gover-
nor Luce.  After Wood's arrest, the day be got
out of jail, be received a telephone mossage
from a Cincinnati drupgist that Wood wanted
to see bim, and to come to Hamilton,.

It jooked as If Wood was trymg to
make beliove that be koew somathing of wit-
ness’ connection with & gun contract

TIRED OF BEING HOUXDED.

D00 times in the Commercial (Faretle 1hat there
was 3 §1,000,000 steal in the ballot-box bull, It
began four duys after the retraction; when My,
Halstead recovered bis wind, ang had been
kept up till last Saterday. It was nonsense, as
suy one could sse from m reading of the bill;

COST OF THE BOXES.

In soewer to Chairman Mason, witness maid
the ballet-box bill closely described the Wood
box.

He bad never heard that any of the
other persons whase names appeared on the
forged paper were intorestod in the ballot box
tell until he saw the Commercial Gaselte publi-
cation. He referrea to a publicadon in that
family paper that he had ed n{um the Presi.
dent, and urged him to get the Mills bill out of
the way in order that he might get his ballot-
box bill thronph Congress. It was-nesdless for
him to comment upon that to a Congressional
ecommittee. He had pever heard that My,

To Governor Foraker, witness said that
Campbell tad talked about his bill, and bo
elther bnd, or witoess procured for him, a copy
of a Sepate bill. Witness told him he must re-
strict the of the box, as he couid not in-
troduce a bill without the maximum price be
ing fixed (! course, he understood that the
hill commanded positively the Atorney Gen.
eral to buy but one box for each district, and
that box was described—a patent box. He did
unders:and, howsever, that the Attorney Gen-
eral could pay the £35, but not more, for the
box. He did not understand that the Atiorne,
Genoral must pay §235 if the company
to sell for less.

Governor Foraker wished to know If witneas
Delieved that the Attorney Genornl was com-
pelled to pay §251( the patentees refusad to sell
at a lower figure.

Witness confessed he was at sea at first to
know what the document (Exhibit A) ora
signatore, or whatever it was, was I he had
seen the paper be conld have sald atonce it
was a forgery. Ie had seen the published fac
simile 1o the newspaper, but there were varions
reasons why be did not make a specific denial
that he had signed the paper, one of which was
that he did not want o scare off Wood, for
whom he was having search mwade.

Governor Foraker remarked that the testi-
mony showed that Wood did not leave Cinein.
nati until October & Witness replied that he
oould not find blm. Morcer had told him that
Wood had been higing fu Co on.  Witness
knew of no document that be had been wait-
fng for which would vindicate him.
